The League and the Garman Jews. 

Something has at last been heard at Geneva of the oppression 
of the German Jews. The violation of the German Government's 
pledge in the matter of German Upper Silesia led toa brush between 
the Polish and German delegates. The Polish representative declared 
that the Polish Minority in the avea referred to was in need of an 
atmosphere of security and that this could ouly be achieved if the 
Gierman Government discouraged anti- minority tendencies. The 
German delegate resented these remarks and declared that in the 
territory in question there was no insecurity and no anti-minority 
tendency. 


Tue German Government was doing everything possible

to prevent the existence of such an atmosphere. This, in the face 
of the accumulated mass of contrary evidence printed by the 
MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, and in our own columns. Is there, one 
asks, any limit to the cool effrontery with which Nazis are prepared 
to treat the outer world? Small wonder that the German's state’ 
ment, as the MANCHESTER .GUARDIAN'S correspondent tells us, 
caused some members of the League Council to smile discreetly. 
We ask, once again, what is the League going to do to enforce the 
pledge which it extracted from the Germans last June? Is this 
promise, like the Polish-German Convention, to remain a dead 
letter, and are the League's prestige and influence to be hopelessly 
compromised? The Assembly of the League has also had before it 
a resolution by the Haitian delegate in favour of a world convention 
binding all countries to observe elementary human and citizen- 
ship rights without distinction of race or creed, The German 
delegation appears to have received it in scoffing fashion, though 
coloured men seem to have something to teach white Aryans 
in the matter ok common humanity. The Dutch represen- 
taiives, however, have also introduced a resolution which 
requests the Council to consider as soon as possible methods 
for solving the economic, financial, and social problems created 
by the flight from the Nazi terror. This resolution has now 
been referred to the Second Committee of the Assembly, the 
German Government refraining from any opposition. We have 
frequently contended thai the exodus from Germany is an inter 
national question and must be dealt with as such, and we greatly 
hope that, considering all its many serious implications, the Council 
will not be slow to act, for time presses. 


Bat we are constrained to ask what the League intends to do 


about the German Jews who will not or can not leave their step. 


mother land? We observe. with regret and astonishment, that the 
principal Dutch delegate, Mr. De Graeff, in presenting his resolution, 
became very mealy-mouthed on the question of the League's duty. 
Nothing was further from them, he said, than the desire to interfere 


in domestic matters which fell within German sovereignty. Nov 


did they desire to undertake the consideration of the reasons for 
which the people in question had left theit home country. 


That is nothing less than flat abdication of the Leagues 


functions and an abject surrender to cowardice. He was 
given his answer by the Swedish delegate, Mr. Sandler, 


who reminded the assembly that the conception of the 
equality of men and nations was at the basis of the institution of 


the League of Nations. Any effort, he warned his. colleagues, 


the object or the effect of which was to divide humanity into 
separate species. necessarily went counter to the ideas out of which 
the League was barn. To proclaim the principle of inequality in 
the world was in effect to renounce the League of Nations.” There 
spoke the real League conscience! Are the members of the Council 
and the Assembly to stifle it, even for the sake of continuing to enjoy 
the doubtful honour of taking the anti-Pacitist Nazis to their 
bosom ? We shall see!—and we shall continue to hope that this 
“great international body will yet live upto the purposes for which it 
was created. We also take note of Mr. Sandler's declaratioa that his 
Government would be glad to see a discussion of the principles of the 
special treaties a; a means of introducing the conception of equality. 
If, as would appear, this points to a policy of extending the 
Minorities Treaties to all member 


States and not to the small 
number at present subject to them, a new line of approach to the 


German problem is opened up, and one to which we have ourselves 
made reference ere this. Only one thing is certain. The League 
will not escape its problems by running away from them. In that 


respect the Prophet Jonah has a not untimely lesson for them!

The Refugees in This Country. 

A gentleman, Mr. Eric Hall, writing to Tun Tours, is gravely 
concerned about the German refugees in the East End of London. 
He admits that the British stock has been greatly enriched in the 
past by the traditional policy of offering refuge to Jews. But he is 
alarmed lest, unless action is taken quickly, we shall have in our 
midst for all time a large number of Jews of German and Polish 
origin, who, if they succeed in remaining in this country for twelve 
months, will be entitled to claim public assistance if they can show 
that they are destitute. Now, the answer to this is plain. It is reliably 
estimated that there are fewer than 1,509 refugee Jews in the whole 
of this country at this moment. If any of these become destitute the 
Jewish Community will see that they do not become a public charge 
and by that determination they will abide.’ Mr. Hall speaks of 
having in our midst, “for all time” a large number of destitute 
Jews legally entitled to public Assistance. 
somewhat large phrase, and a despairing one. It rests on the 
gratuitous assumption that these political refugees will be 
poor - spirited enough to quarter themselves permanently on 
It under-estimates the Jew's capacity 
for finding the means of livelihood in happier economic conditions 
and in a manner not inimical to native interests. It overlooks the 
possibilities of resettlement, which now seems likely to be taken in 
hand by the League of Nations—and the fact that many who came 
here have already left the country when they realised that there 
was no prospect of supporting themselves here. But, in any case, 


— — 
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if Mr. Hall is not now so enthusiastic about the traditional policy of 
hospitality, it is pertinent to remind him that, as we said last 
week, there are, among the refugees, a number of manufacturers, 
something like a score of whom have already obtained permission to 
erect factories in this country which will not conflict with British 
interests. These promise to absorb almost immediately hundreds, 

and later on, possibly thousands of British unemployed, and so 
relieve the Public Assistance Authorities. This, surely, can be 
regarded as some set-off to the burden of the “for all time desti- 
tute German refugees. Mr. Hall asserts that a large proportion of 
the refugees to whom he is referring are undesirable people who 
have associated themselves with extreme Communist organisations in 
Germany and for that reason, as well as because of their Jewish race, 
have been exiled. It is always good tactics to play the Communist 
card. But Mr. Hall's statement is in flat contradiction of the 
experience of Jewish workers. It is also a wretchedly poor tribute 
to the authorities here who are charged with the duty of excluding 
Communists, and are unflagging in their zeal to do so. 


A Scandalous Cartoon. 

We are more astonished than we can say to find that 
the Manchester DispatcH, having made a stunt out of 
& new anti-ewish organisation, has followed i up with a 
cartoon. which is an intolerable affront to Jewish feelings. 
This egregions drawing shows what is described as a lion 
hearted dachshund,’ leaping over the German frontier in the 
direction of a Jew, labelled “ Abie.’ who bolts in terror with the 
exclamation mint gootness, he has broken loose!” The 
cartoon is in the vilest taste. it has not even the redeeming 
quality of humour. It is just a« sgusting Hitlerist outrage against 
Manchester's Jewish citizens and against Jews throughout the 
country. The Manehester Dur Disrarcu is one of a reputable 
series of journals, meluding the admirable SunpAY TIMES, over 
whose fortunes Lord Camrose presides. Surely his Lordship will 
not countenance such au exhibition of gutter journalism as that 
which befouls its columns. :

The Late Rev. A. A. GREEN. 


Tributes. 

Mr. Herpert M. Apter, M.B.E., writes: 

No tribute to the life-work of the devoted Minister wh) has passed 
away from us could ba complete without some referencs to his ardent 
efforts on behalf of Jewish education. No cause lay nearer to his heart. 
He had a rare insight into the nature and the inborn spiritual instincts of 
the young, both chiidren and adolescents. Iis sympathy, bis imagination 
and his sparkling gift of hamour enabled him to awaken a quick response 
in them. When one saw him at work in his Synagogue Classes, as I had 
often done. one could not fall to notice how intimately he seemed to know 
each boy and girl and how. he had the right word for each. lie used to 
begin each Sunday's lesson with an assembly at which he gave an addre 38 

or rather a talk, for he would constantly intersperse his remarks with an 
enlivening question. It was obvious that he possessed a remarkable 
power to get on toa level with all the children in front of him, so that the 
youngest as well as the most senior of his pupils followed him with wrapt 
attention. He saw a great opportunity in these assemblies and though 
his words came easily and naturally, he spared no pains to think out 
his subject in advance and even the language in Which it was to be 
presented. In so sacred a light did he view his work at the 
classes that he forced other, ministerial duties to give place to 
it. Weddings and tombstone-settings were not allowed to encroach 
upon it. For to him, his duty to the young came first. When the forma- 
tion of the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes was first mooted, he 
threw all his energy and enthusiasm into the new movement, realising at 
one? what potentialities for progress it possessed. There we-e initial 
difficulties to be surmounted and some doubts and susceptibilities to be 
overvome, and here he valiantly seconded the pioneer work of the late 
Frank I. Lyons and the late Dr. Eichholz. Through all the twenty-five 
years that followed, bis interest and activity never flagged. In 1924 the 
Union elected him a Vice-President. When the Central Committee for 
Jewish Education, with its wider scope, was established twelve years ago. 
it was only natural that Mr. Green shonid be one of its first members. He 
atende 1 its meetings with great regularity and took a prominent part in 
discussions. His words always carried weight, for he spoke from a rich 
exper.eace both as a Minister and as a teacher. On the last occasion 
that | saw him, oaly ten days before his death, he spoke of his auxiety to 
be back at his work with us and asked—it was a pathetic request—that 
ihe Committee would give him leave of absence until he was stronger. 
But that hope has gone. His place will be missed in our counsels; but his 
wemory, his example aud his friendship will remain. 

\ CORRESPONDENT writes: 

More than a generation ago, the Hampstead Synagogue Guild began 
work in Whitechapel under the guidance and inspiration of ita Minister, 
the Rev. A. A. Green. Among its activities were Classes for girls, 
which met in the evening at the Old Hanbury Street Board School and 
later at Deal Street, under the care of Miss Gertrude Mosely aud other 
workers. When the Butler Street Girls’ Club was opened in 1902, these 
Classes, with some of the leaders, formed the nucleus of the new venture 
and gave generous help in time and in financial aid. But most valuable 


ofall was the interest in everything that concerned the Club, shown by 


Mr. Greed, and this interest never flagged even when he wa; seared 
by serrow and -ill-health. Only recently, te told one of the 
(lub Managers, whom he had invited to tea, that he hoped to visit 
the Club again within a few weeks. From 1902 until 1912, Mr. Green 
came constantly to Butler Strect, devoting many hours to ta'ks on the 
Bible aud on Jewish History, talks which roused among his hearers a 
warm love for their faith and traditions. He maintained touch with 
many of the members, even after they married, or bad emigrated beyond 
the seas. When pressure ef work rendered regular visits a matter of 
difficulty, Mr. Green still came frequently to the Club and never failed to 
honour each anniversary meeting with his presence. His spiritual 
sincerity, his wisdom, his wit, his sympathy and his charm always made 
his visits a delight. or Mr. Green had wonderful understanding of and 
insight concerning the difficulties of youth and possessed in the highest 
dlegeee the art of making and keeping friends of all ages. And so every 
member and every manager at Butler Street feels that in the passing of 
dear Mr. Green, a beloved and faithfal friend and counsellor has been 
taken from their midst.

THe Late “ CHOFETZ CHAIM.” 

A Hesped for the late “Chofetz Chaim” was delivered last week 
by Rabbi M. L. Rabinowitz in the Beth Hamedrash, Villiers Street, 
Sunderland. A collection for the Yeshiva in Radom realised 410. A Hesped 
was also given at the Commercial Road Great Synagogue, under the 
auspices of the London Agudah group. Rabbis Elchanan Wasserman (of 
Baranowitch), 8. Moscovitch and Franekel-Thumim were among the 
speakers. Rabbi I. J. Unterman delivered a Hesped for the late Chofetz 
Chaim last week at the Central Synagogue, Islington, Liverpool, 

Mr. II. X. GOODMAN writes: 

The news from the little village of Radom, of the passing away 
of the “Chofetz Chaim” brought mourning and sorrow to the 
whole Jewish world. it was known months ago that this saint in 
Isracl was nearing his end, but one was so accustomed to the figure 
and the authority of the “Chofetz Chaim,” that his death came as 
a shattering blow to all who knew him, and fo the millions who 
revered him, tho unquestioned’. spiritual leader of the House of 
Israel. His erudite work, the Mishna Berura, had become a classic; 


‘his many other works, all speaking of Mussar and Jorah, were not o 


well known, for it was his famous philosophical volume which bad given 
him his name of “ Chofetz Chaim,” one of the most renowned publications 
of contemporary Jewish learning. His works do not possess the persuasive 
cloquence of Nathan Birnbaum or Jacob Rosenheim, or the religious 
philosophy of a Rambam, Luzatto or Bahya, or the combination of the 
two to be found in Hirsch; yet by a unique harmony of Lmunah, trust 
in God: al, fear of God: and Aharah, love for God and mankind: 
he has established a new school of thought, the disciples of which 
do not defile their tongues by speaking evil; he bas created a 
Vussar movement in the spirit of his creat predecessor, the Gaon of 
Vilna. This enthusiasm for his Maker and his fellow-beings, this 
combination of Jlitlahavut and study, this sublimity and purity of 
tendency, are unsurpassed in Jewish literature, or in modern Jewish life. 
Rabbi Israel Meier tells us in the introduction tothe Chofetz Chaim ” of 
the principles which have guided his life: Many sins have we taken 
with us in the Galut, but the greatest of all is the sin of slander and tale 
bearing. The exile can never ease until we cast slander from among our- 
selves, just as it came of slander.’ As tho Rambam in his Mishne Torah, 
and the Rabenu Yona in his Responsa dealt only briefly with these matters, 
I have collected and classified everything relative to these questions, 
Giving in every case the actual source aud commenting upon the laws.“ 
‘the “ Chofetz Chaim“ was so convinced of the impending arrival of the 
Messiah, that no Tisha b Av would pass without a renewed disappoint- 
ment. Yet he was fally conversant with modern Jewish problems. Only 
recentiy he led a delegation of Rabbis to Warsaw. which was received 
with deep respect by the Ministers of Education and of Social Welfare. 
He was elected President of the World Rabbinical Council of the Agudas 
Israel at its Congress of 1923, and those present then will not forget the 
sight of this venerable revered fignre spreading his hands in blessing over 
the multitude which stood at his fect. East and West, young and old, 
looked with veneration and deep affection to this spiritual father of his 
people, whose nobility and greatness were exceeded only by his modesty 
and piety. He leaves a world in which men of his type become more rare 
as time goes on. 


THe Late Mr. M. A. N. LINDO. 


Mr. A. CANSINO, Treasurer of the Manchester Congregation of 
Spanish and Portuguese Jews, writes: 


The passing away of my old friend Moses Albert Norsa Lindo has 
deprived the Sefardic Community of one of its most distinguished and 
arduous workers. His greatest interest was to work for the enhancement 
of his Community and its meny Institutions of which he was so prond. 
He also took a real interest In the well-being of the Manchester Sefardic 
Community and on many occasions, at considerable personal incon- 
venience, he travelled to Manchester in order to take part in its most 
important events. Those who attended the recont Ramsgate Centenary 
Celebrations felt his absence through ill-health very keenly. That no one 
could have been more disappointed than he, is reflected in the following 
excerpt of a letter he sent to me almost immediately after: It is nice to 
know that one is thought of, and really the Centenary would have been of 
special interest to me. I was at school at Ramsgate and went there cach 
summer, and was constantly at The Lodge’ Friday evenings and on 
other occasions. Sir Moses was first cousin to my grandfather, and I 
helped to carry him to the grave. Few present could have known him as 
I did. It must have been an oceasion not to be forgotten. M. A. N. 
Lindo will always be remembered for his geniality and unfailing courtesy, 


and his memory will ever be one of a great gentleman who lived and 
worked among us. , |

Orthodoxy—In the Rain. 


— 
HE heavens, which were as brass over so long a stretch of the 
torrid summer, were in impish mood during the recent High 
Holy-days. And they chose the first dav of Rosh Hashanah for this 
sudden burst of perversity, and the folk in the Swnagogues as their 
unexpecting victims. The morning had started fair. with the 
outlook perhaps “uncertain,” as the prophets might have called it. 
But, not for the first time in history, not much attention was given to 


the prophets. The congregants trooped tothe Synagogue—my Syna 
vogue, at all events—little regarding the fickle skies. They packed 
the sacred building, and they remained faithfully in their seats 
the conclusion. ‘Then, at the Trkie Gedola,. which had 
acciwlentally got misplaced in the arrangements, they stowed away 
their Tallithim aud prayer books, and made their way to the exits. 
wy found a heavy dowupour of rain in progress. Moreover, it 
was one of those downpours which wear a look of settled determina. 
tion to go on, whatever happens ——relentiess, unheeding, pitiless! 


steady, and hopeless! The ladies, in their best nerv. crowded 


down from the gallery. to join the jam of dismayed top-hatted 
centiemen in the vestibule. Lhe crush grew momentarily more 
uncomfortable. A few minutes were passed in the exchange 
of New Year good wishes. The Fast. of course, was not ove 
wooked. But even adding little time on that account for the 
extra length of Yom Kippur this vear, the prospect of 


talking out the elements, so to speak. scemed as distant as ever. 


The rain pounded away. What was an Orthodox Congrega 
tion to do in such a predicament 3 What would it do” 


There was the Minister. in the midst of the confused mass who 
had only just been listening to his cloquence ! And outside, the 
iain, pattering down with absolute severity and merciless indiffer 
ence to consequences! Some jocularly gave it as their opinion that 
it was Hitlers reply to the burning protest of which the preacher 
had delivered himself. One, more cvnteally minded, condoled with 
him because his sermon, as he put it. had ended in such a wash-out. 
Hut he only replied with a good-humoured smile, and nobody seems 
to have troubled him with a H, about the rain and an Orthodox 
person s duty in what, in the crowded conditions, was a painful 
impasse —nobody, that is to say, except a dear old lady who is said 


to have approached the Minister with a piteous question about her 


own particular plight. “My dear lady.” the Rabbi is reported tc 
have replied, “ why not fake ataxi?"” Oh, ever so many thanks; 
replied the dame, much relieved, can | give vou a lift? But that 
story may only be the emanation of some malicious wit.... And 
still—it rained! 


ERE was a grand ordeal—and a greater test! Some were armel 

with umbrellas, for whatever these were worth in the circum. 
stances. But what about those who were without even this exiguous 
protection? Would they stand their ground and bide their tim 
or would they “cut the Gordian Knot” in untraditional fashion“ 
Were they prepared to give a glorious demonstration that theirs was 
un foul- and not merely a fair-weather Orthodoxy? Would they carr, 
un Spartan resolution to the point either of hungering indefinitely 
in the vestibule, or taking a wetting. and spoiling their festive 
attire? Or would they argue plausibly that this was a case in 
which rain washed out not only the sermon, but the tradition“ 
Well, that crowded throng grew mysteriously thinner—collectively, 
i mean, not individually. Did the departed just brave the clements 
and take the consequences? Some may have done so. Rut others 
did not. There were hurried dashes to telephones for cars—-the 
Synagogues telephone-box might, perhaps, tell a tale abou’ 
that. Others hailed passing taxis, relying, in their inmost 
souls, on Heine's conception of a forgiving Providence. Akte 
all, their conversational powers in these dismal conditions 
were not so inexhaustible as those of another congregation 
on that same day, who had to be asked by the Minister to stop talkin ¢ 
us the Chazan could not be heard. And then it was getting late— 
the Service, by an unlucky. chance. seemed to have taken an 
unconscionable time. not concluding till well after one o'clock. ff 
Only halfan-hour had been saved on the time-table, all thos» 
congregants in my Svnagogue might have been spared that disturbing 
wrestling with conscience! Someone spoke with one of the ~ Old 
Guard” who still held out, and told him how the weak-kneed hal 
fallen. He shot a despairing glance skyward, cried Um going to 
fall!” —and, metaphorically speaking. fell, i made my wav home 
with the aid of a friendly umbretta. 


what the congregation to have done” Does Orthodox 

practice make any allowance for worshippers marooned in. the 
Synagogue ona rainy dav’ Shoull we take a stringent view of the 
circumstances, like Beth Shammai, or a kindlier and more hum 
view, like Beth Hillel? [don't presume to say.

not in the downpour but, in part at least, in vehicles. And to that 
extent, the boundary line between the Orthodox sinners and the 
Reformers who reguarly drive to Synagogue was also washed out. 
Am I going too far in saying that when it comes to a crucial test, 
there is not really very much difference between many of those who 
ave nominally Orthodox and those who are out-spokenty Reform“ 
1 do not think so! There is another presumably Orthodox Syna- 
yogue not so very far away. It is no uncommon thing to see 
cars outside that Synagogue, waiting to carry their owners away 
after the Service. I saw them on Shabbos Shuvah; I noticed 
them, peculiarly enough, on the second day. Rosh Hashanah. 
i say “peculiarly enough,“ because if those who came to 
and drove from Synagogue were so Orthodox as to keep the second 
dav Rosh Hashanab, why did they use a vehicle on that day, and 
if they were so indifferent to tradition as to use a vehicle, what on 
earth brought them to Synagogue on the second day of the Festival? 
it seems very odd. But it is, perhaps, all part of the anarchic con- 
ditions under which we have our religious existence. Under the 
policy of drift which prevails, if policy is not too grandiloquent a 
word for it, there is no decided guidance, and we each take our 
own way in accordance with our own ideas of what the times 
demand or condone. In those conditions, men remain attached to 
Orthodox Congregations, while themselves frequently unorthodox 
in thought and practice. The late Minister of the Hampstead 
Synagogue used wittily to say that he lived in constant fear 
of being run over by one of his Congregants in a car on Saturday. 
Openly declared violators of the dietary laws fight the battle 
for Shechita. A Warden may come from his business on the Sabbath 
to preside over the Reading of the Law. A Dayan may preach in a 
Synagogue which rejoices in banned female choristers. And mean- 
while, Reform Synagogues spring up around us. It is all so feeble and 
spineless and, worse still, so prolific of make-believe and insincerity. 
Our leaders are like the rider who has lost his way, and who throws 
the reins on the horse's back in the hope that that intelligent 
quadruped will carry him.where he wants to go. We are on 
horseback, and may drive to the - Assuredly, we may run into 
a heavy storm one day and not merely into a downpour. = A lucky 
umbrella or even a handy car may not help us much then. 
Suppose an anti-religious Stalin or even a Hitler came among 
us! I hope I may never be fated to wait, in that hour, in a 
Synagogue vestibule—till the rain stops!

FLEECING THE TOURIST IN PALESTINE. 


I would again call ateution to the ineffectiveness of the Zionist 
Information Bureau in Palestine, in protecting the tourist against 
really outrageous fleecing. The mulcting of the tourist by hotel 
servants, porters, faxi-men and pension proprietors is so. flagrant 
and shameless as to turn many a visitor to Palestine into a violent 
anti-Semite. The Information Bureau should immediately compile 
aud issue.a guide book giving a list of honest and recommendable 
hotels and pensions, together with their tariffs, of bureau de change 
where customers are not defrauded, and also particulars of fair 
charges and reasonable gratuities. This, of course, should be com- 
piled with the utmost care and with a warning to “ fleecers” that 
exclusion from the list will follow any infraction of honest dealing 
and reasonable charges. For the time being, let tourists be warned 
to book up at hotels for bed only. They will fare much better if 
they patronise the restaurants for their meals—and they will have 
some check on the bills.—Mr. ABRAHAM Jacon, Herzlia, Haifa.

At the W. I. Z. O. Conference in Prague this year we met many girls 
from Poland, Hungary, Jugo-Slavia, Austria and Germany whose 
eyes are turned towards Palestine with a longing which is almost 
beyond our understanding, because it constitutes for them their only 
hope in a black future. We young Jewish women here are still in 
the fortunate position of being able to give material aid by collect- 
ing money to train these girls to become useful citizens when they 
first go to Palestine. In this capacity Ziona, the youth movement 
of the Federation of Women Zionists, is trying to help the Wizo 
work of training girls in agriculture, market-gardening, cooking 


and household economy, and is also helping to create a healthy 


generation of mothers and babies by maintaining well-equipped 
maternity homes and mothercraft centres.

O. B. E., Sir Rosperr Win 
COHEN, Who ts Chairman of the Lincoln Street Housing Company, 
after thanking the Architects, Messrs. Charles and Ernest Joseph, for 
their excelent work, emphasised the soundness of the undertnking 
from a business and financial point of view, ande xpressed the hope that 
it would prove the forerunner of others.

CRITICAL DAYS AHEAD 


Jewry’s Fate a Pawn in Hitler’s Game 


The Warnings of Economic Necessity. 


BUSINESS CHAOS. 
THE EFFECTS OF ANTI-SEMITISM. 


A ruling in curious contrast to recent statements of policy by 
Nazi leaders bas been made by Dr. Kurt Schmitt, German Minister 
of Economics, who said last week that discrimination with the 
purpose of boycotting non-Aryan (mostly Jewish) firms will inevitably 
disturb the programme of economic reconstruction and react 
unfavourably on the labour market. There are no grounds for pro- 
ceeding against any firm so long as the proprietor does not violate 
the law or the merchants’ code of honour.” 

Further evidence was provided last week of the growing Nazi 
realisation that interference with Jewish firms may have unfortunate 
results. “Special caution in the sphere of business” was urged 
on the Government by Herr Hilger, the Chairman of the great 
Quinquennial Mining Congress, which opened at Essen. The 
Minister for Trade assured him of the Government's conviction 
that not speeches, but only earnest and stubborn work can lead us 
upwards out of this grave distress. Only by labour and the sweat 
of our brow,” continued Herr Schmidt, can we re-establish 
remunerativeness and healthy business conditions. Trade is 
subject to laws which cannot for emotional considerations be 
violated with a ruthless hand, if we are to escape the risk of the 
entire delicately balanced mechanism being brought to a standstill.’ 
Grave warnings of the dangers involved by Nazi interference with 


husiness were uttered by the chairman (Herr Fellinger) at the: 


meeting called to sanction the reconstruction of the great Karstadt 
stores, which have long been insolvent. Government admonitions, | 
he said, have not vet been heeded everywhere. Repeated inter- 
vention by local authorities and tendenciés hostile to the depart- 
mental stores have reduced our turnover in the current vear 
by 13 percent. If this continues, to say nothing of further deteriora- 
tion, I should regard it as a grave peril to our undertaking. It 
would also be a danger to our entire national economy if the tacit 
or open boycott should ruin the departmental stores, In our under- 
taking alone, there are about 21,000 employees.’ 

Following the instructions issued by the Minister of Economic 
Affairs, an order was issued last week to all members of the National 
Socialist Party, signed by Radolph Hess, Deputy Leader of the 
Party, to discontinue the anti-Jewish boycott, whether open or 
silent, and warning them that the police have been instructed to 
deal with all persons found engaging in any form of anti-Jewish 
boycott. The National Socialist programme against department 
stores remains unchanged, the order explains, but boycotting them 
now would result in adding hundreds of thousands of unemployed, 
und this cannot be permitted at a time when the Government is 
strenuously pushing on its campaign for work and bread for the 
coming winter. Members of the National Socialist Party are still 
prohibited from canvassing for department stores. 

Every day brings fresh examples of disregard of the warniugs 
of Herr Schmidt. They are particularly numerous in Hesse. The 
Burgomaster of Giessen has barred non-Aryans from the autumn 
horse fair in that town, and the Co-operative Society of Dairy 
Farmers at Schotten bas decided to expel any of its members who 
have business relations with Jews. Moreover, the Munich Munici- 
pality has doubled the basic trading tax against general stores, one- 
price shops and similar establishments. These undertakings were 
already visibly fighting for their lives. 

The Federation of German Property Owners has decided to 
exclude Jews from all its Committees and admistrative bodies. The 
President of the Federation, Herr Humar, delayed this action for 
some months by his stern opposition to it, pointing out that the 
services of the Jewish members were too valuable to be lost. Finally, 
however, the Nazis won the battle, but the President refused to sign 
the announcement of the decision, and consequently it was issued 
by his colleagues. 

Some time ago, the Authorities ordered the closing down of the 
big Jewish underclothing factory and stores, the Hemdenmaz, as 
a result of a complaint by Nazi manufacturers that they were unable 
to compete with it owing to the quality of its goods and their 
moderate prices. The owners of the Hemdenmaz firm, two Polish 
Jews, contested the action of the Authorities in Court, but lost their 
case. Accordingly the firm, which has 2,000 employees, mostly Jews, 
has gone into liquidation. | 

The theatres are still suffering grievously through the pauper- 
isation of the Jews, formerly their most lavish patrons. Herr 
Forster, the Nazi leader of the National Federation of Small 
Salary Earners, has now imposed on all the members of that organi- 


sation “the duty to contribute rigorously to the maintenance and 
encouragement of our German theatre culture.” 

The Council of Kitzingen Bavaria) has barred Jews from using 
the municipal baths. 

Jewish horse-dealers have been barred, from the annual horse- 
fair at Uffenheim (Bavaria). 

The municipal authorities of Ansbach, in Franconia, have 
decided to prevent Jews from taking up their residence in the town. 
Permits for a temporary residence of four weeks are to be issued to 
Jews visiting the town, who will be under police supervision during 
that period. : 

Fritz Obermeyer, a Jew who is a Director of a paper mill in 
Nuremberg, owned by a Jewish firm, bas been arrested on a charge 
of economic treason. The accusation is that his firm is opening a 
branch factory in England, and is sending machinery and specialists 
there for the purpose of carrying on the work. Emil Rosenfelder, 
his co-Director. who is now in London carrying through the arrange 
ments for the branch factory, has been branded as a traitor, and if 
is beliewed that the entire concern will be confiscated on the ground 
that it has been illegally transferring machinery abroad for the 
purpose of competing. with German industry. 

The Munich authorities have barred persons of Jewish descent 
from selling goods or refreshments, or running amusements, for the 
duration of the Munich October Festival. 

Persons of non-Aryan descent have been barred from using the 
men swimmiog-baths at Frankenthals in the Palatinate.

| The Goettingen Hanover) Municipality has appointed a special 
Commission to watch that its decision to ban the Jews from tne 
local markets is enforced, 

The authorities ot Dessau have closed a Jewish advertising firm 
in the city on the ground that no Jewish advertising firms can be 
permitted to exist in Nazi Germany. 

No Jewish lawyers were allowed to take part in the All-German 
Conference of Lawyers which opened in Leipzig last week, and 
which was addressed by the Minister of Justice, Dr. Frank, and 
other members of the Government, 

The Cabinet has decided that Jewish women who are the 
widows of men who fell at the front fighting for Germany during 
the War are not to be dismissed if they hold an official position. 
The Cabinet has at the same sitting empowered the Minister of the 
Interior to retain in his position any Jew who for any reason cannot 
be suitably replaced by an Aryan, This is to apply particularly to 
Jews who are serving abroad. 

A number of German firms have sent urgent pleas to the heads 
of the new Nazitied Organisation of Stock Exchange Brokers not to 
expel the able Jewish brokers from the Stock Exchange, as the 
carrying into effect of the intentions of the new Organisation of 
stock Exchange Brokers, which consists of Aryans only, to ban all 
Jewish brokers from the Stock Exchange was likely to produce a 
further fall in the prices cf stocks. The various firms asked the. 
heads of the Organisation to pay more attention to the reliability 
and ability of the brokers than to their racial origin in deciding 
which brokers should be banned from the Stock Exchange. 

As a result of a petition of the numerous non-Jewish employees 
of the Jewish Hospital in Berlin, the Municipal Sick Benefit Fund, 
with the permission of the Government, has agreed to send patients 
to the Jewish Hospital. The petition pointed out that the refusal 
by all Sick Benefit Funds to send patients to the Jewish Hospital 
meant the dismissal of many non-Jewish members of the staff and 
the probable closing down of the Hospital. 

All Jewish estate agents in Hamburg have been excluded from 
the professional corporation and will thus be effectually deprived 
of a livelihood. | : 

The large stores of Alsberg Brothers in Dresden have been 
placed under Aryan control, and the six hundred Jews employed in 
the stores now expect their dismissal. The boot and shoe factory 


and stores of the Konrad Company, owned by a Jew, Herr Krajonker, 


have also been placed under Aryan control. The Jewish members 
of the Control Board of the Jezerich Company in Berlin, Dr. Freed- 
man, Hert Fuld, Herr Kremer and others, have been compelled to 
resign. 


It is reported that Jews have been barred access to Elbersroth 
(Bavaria). 


A commission is to be set up in Göppingen (Wiirtemberg) to

The League of German Authors has decided to admit only

The Council of the Ervangetical churchof Thuringin has derided 
to follow the lead of Prussia in barring persons of Jewish descent.

The Government has issued an order that the Arvan Clause 
must also apply to patent-lawyvers, who deal with the registration of 
patents and safeguard the rights of inventors. 

Eighteen more professors have been dismissed from various 
German Universities because they are of non-Aryan (Jewish?! descent. 

A Jewish medical man in Cassel, Dr. Hamburger, who. although 
he was exempt from the Aryan Clause restrictions, was removed 
from the panel of doctors of the Sick Benefit Fund. has sued the 
suthorities, for a breach of the law. 
his plea and ordered him to pay costs. 

Mr. Stern. a well-known agronomist and a Palestinian citizen. 
who was arrested in a train while on a visit in Germany. has beet 
allowed to lenve the country after official intervention, had been 
made’ on his behalf by the British Consul. He was arrested and his 
passport taken away from him because he had replied to anti 
Semitic remarks made to him in the train by a fellow passenger who 
out to be a Nazi official. When the train stopped at the next 
station, the official had him arrested. 


Rudolf Mosse Murdered. 


Rudolf Mosse, one of the partners in the famous German-Jewish 
firm which publishes the great German newspaper, the BERKLINE: 
TAGEBLATT, who some time ago was taken into “ preventive 
custody,” has been assassinated. The SUNDAY REFEREE reveals the 
net that a few days ago the Mosse family had delivered to them a 
casket which, when opened, was found to contain the corpse of 
Rudolf Mosse. The corpse was in an advanced stage of decom. 
position. Mosse had a distinguished war record. He was a Knight 
of the Iron Cross, first and second class, and he also held the 
Bavarian Medal of Merit. He was wounded five times, and was 
frequently mentioned in dispatches. It is symptomatic of the state 
of affairs in Germany to-day that the violent death of one of the 
heads of the BERLINER TAGERLATT was not reported in the columns 
of that paper. ax 

Professor Albrecht Mendelssohn-Bartholdy has been deprived of 
his Chair at Hamburg Univeis ty. He is one of the world’s greatest 
experts on international law and an LL.D. of Harvard. He ts a 
direct descendant of the composer Mendelssohn and a member of 
the Berlin banking family, which enjoyed the special favour of the 
ex Kaiser. 

The Town Council of Erlangen (Bavaria! has decided to remove 
the statue of the celebrated Jewish doctor and professor, Dr. Jakob 
Herz, from its place inthe Luitpoldplatz, where it has stood since 1805,

An Offence to German Nationality.” 

The Police President of Dortmund threatens with imprisonment 
women or girls within his jurisdiction who dance in public with 
Jews, an action which he deséribes as an offence to German 
nationality.”

The Minister of Education has issued an order that with the

A special “Jew Law,” to clarify the status of Jews in Germany, 
is to be enacted shortly, the Jewish Telegraphic Agency learns. This 
law, it is understood, will define the nature of the citizenship rights 
which the Jews will be permitted to enjoy in the new German State. 
Ii will set out their exact legal, cultural and economic rights and 
position. 

The Prassian Minister for Economy and Labour has issued a 
decree providing for the introduction of “racial training” in 
technical and trade schools.

schools has been opened in the Central Institute for Education in 


Berlin. 

In a memorandum published last Friday by the Prussian 
Minister of Justice, proposals for the revision of penal law are 
made, aiming at the protection of the community and the pre- 
vention of the splitting up of the German race.” It is suggested 
that all sexual relations between a German and a member of a 
foreign race shall be punishable as racial treason”; that in civil 
law the fact that a marriage is mixed should be taken as ground for 
divorce : and that no Jew, negro or other coloured people should 
be admitted to the German community.

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In accordance with the Government decree for the revision of 
the naturalisation papers granted to aliens under the old regime, no 
fewer than 190.000 cases will have to be considered by the authorities, 
As, however, the main object of the Government is to deprive the 
naturalised Jews of Kast European origin of their citizenship, the 
(;overnment has arranged that all Jewish cases should be considered 
first. 

Even the admirers of Esperanto, the international language 
created by the Polish Jew, the late Dr. Zamenhof, have turned anti- 
Jewish. The German Esperanto League has decided to exclude alk

The Reich Minister for Air stated in answer to enquirics as 
to whether German-Jewish citizens could be accepted in the Air 
Defence League: The tasks of the Air League can only be solved 
fit can depend on the support of the widest circles of the popula- 
tion.

The Conipany will provide strictls 
kasher food, under the supervision of the Hamburg Rabbinate, and 
will arrange for regular Jewish religious services to be held on 
board. There will also be Hebrew lectures, and other facilities.

Fears of Private Investigator. 

The MANCHESTER GUARDIAN publishes the result of a private 
enquiry into present conditions in Germany. After stressing 
Hitler's increasing economic difficulties and the impossibility of his 
implementing his pledges to reduce unemployment to any consider- 
able extent, the writer says: | |

The Reward of Patriotism in Germany. 


The writer then reviews the position of the various Jewish 
organisations, including the Union of Jewish Ex-Servicemen, which 
is the most favourably placed on account of a large section of its 
members being officially exempt from the Aryan paragraph:

As to other emp!oyment for Frontsoldaten: A business man 
employed his brother-in-law, a Frontsoldat, lle had to discharge 
him because, in accordance with the law, employees are to be 
securea*énly through the official employment exchange. The 
employment exchange, however, has perfect!) arbitrary rules, and 
for the most part sends only Nazis.

Jewish Representatives at Gencva.

Many representative Jews have been sent here by various 
Jewish organisations to defend-Jewish interests in connection with 
the meetings of the Counct!t and the Assembly of the League of 
Nations. Besides these in the actual Assembly we have Rabbi 
Freedman, who is a. member of the Australian delegation and who 


sits behind Dr. Goebbels himself, and Dr. J. Limburg and Professor 


Moresco, who are members of the delegation of Holland. Mr. Hore 
Belisha, of course, is a member of the British delegation. The 
members of the Executive of the Jewish Agency, Professor Brodetsky, 
Dr. Victor Jacobson and Deputy Grünbaum are also here, together 
with the head of the Committee of Jewish Delegations and the Presi- 
ilent of the Zionist Actions Committee, M. L. Motzkin. Mr. Leonard 
Montefiore and Professor Bentwich are the representatives of the 
Joint Foreign Committee, and M. Mantoux is the representative of 
the Alliance Israélite of Paris. M. Mantoux is a former official inter- 
preter, and he is well acquainted with the procedure of the League. 
It is hoped here that co-operation will be established between 
the representatives of the various Jewish bodies. One of the 


‘ surprises of the session will be a new petition from five Jewish 


‘communities in Upper Silesia, dealing with the Jewish grievances 


there. The League is already in possession of the material collected 
by the petitioners, but the procedure adopted in connection with 


such petitions gives the German delegation ample opportunities 


‘to block effective discussion. At any rate, Germany itself 


has already raised the question of the protection of minorities, 
which will be discussed by the Sixth Commission of the Assembly, 
thus affording an opportunity to any delegation to raise the question 
of the German Jews in that Commission, even if the effort to avoid 
an open discussion of the question in the Assembly proves successful. 
Much disappointment has been caused here by the speech of Mr. 
Lloyd George and the attitude of certain English newspapers which 
seem to indicate that strong efforts are being made to pursuade the 
British Government to hold aloof from any moves on behalf of the 


German Jews which may offend the Nazi Government. 


Au appeal to Britain and the World Powers to facilitate and 
increase the emigration of German-Jewish refugees to Palestine, 
was made by Dr. Benes, the Czechoslovakian Foreign Minister,

when he addressed the League Political Commission on Wednesday, 
“I. Raczvnski (Poland) said that he hoped 200,000 Jews would be 
allowed to enter Palestine within the next four or five years. The 
British attitude was put forward by Mr. Ormsby-Gore, First Com- 
missioner of Works, who requested the Commission not to take up 
the subject, as another Commission was shortly to discuss a resolu. 
tion dealing with assistance to refugees from Germany. He added 
that three times as many Jews had entered Palestine in 1933 as in 
1932. Palestine could not be considered the sole effective solution 
of the problem. Its size and resources prevented this, Speaking in 
the Sixth Committee on Monday, Mr. Ormsby-Gore doubted whether 
the Committee ought to go into the question of Jewish emigrants 
from Germany to Palestine, since this question was being dealt 
with by a friendly arrangement between British and German 
authorities in Berlin. 

The Assembly of the League on Monday decided to submit to 
the Agenda Committee the resolution of the Haiti Delegation with 
regard to a plan for a world convention for the protection of 
minorities. After the report of the Agenda Committee had been read 
on the procedure to be taken with regard to the Dutch proposal 
concerning the distribution and assistance of German refugees, the 
Assembly decided to place the resolution on its agenda, and to refer 
it to the Second Committee for examination, 


Dr. Goebbels “Defence.” 


More than 200 journalists assembled at the Carlton Park Hotel, 
(geneva, to hear Herr Goebbels make a lengthy defence of the Nazi 


regime, including the anti-Jewish campaign. His remarks were 


most carefully prepared. In the course of them, he said; One of 
the reproaches levelled most frequently against National Socialist 
Germany is connected with the treatment of Jews which, it 1s said, 
is contrary to the laws of humanity. Let me say a frank word on 
this subject considering, above all, the fact that public opinion in 
the world is deeply moved by the Jewish question, and in its 
prejudiced reports often destroys from the very outset any possi 
bility of understanding the new Germany. 1 frankly admit that 
in the course of the national revolution in Germany, incidents 
caused by uncontrollable elements may have occasionally occurred. 
zut this is not decisive—particularly so if one remembers that, apart 
from these isolated incidents, the German revolution, in contrast to 
many similar historical events, has been an act of discipline. The 
factthat we were opposed to Jewish predominance in Germany could 
well be expected to be generally known even before we assumed 
power. But it must be remembered that the Jews in Germany 
were exercising. at that time. a ‘decisive influence on the 
whole, intellectual life. They were absolute and unlimited 
masters of the Press, of literature. of the theatre and the 
cinema, and in large cities—Berlin, for instauce—75 per cent. 
of all members of the medical and legal professions were Jews. 
it will be understood that, in these circumstances, the action under- 
taken to remedy this situation was just as spontaneous as it was 
inevitable. Nothing is further from the intentions of the Nazis 
than to exercise a cheap revenge. We think, however, it is intoler- 
able that atrocity legends sptead abroa:l by Jewish emigrants—even 
involving the unprecedented allegation that members of the 
German trovernment had themselves for party reasons set the 
Reichstag on fire—should have been blindly reproduced in certain 
sections of the worlds pra 88. De. troebbels added that the Jewish 
question in Germany was not yet solved. A solution would only 
be possible when the problem was freed from an atmosphere of 
recrimination.

Encouraging News from Germany. 


CAPTAIN WEBBERS URGENT CALL. 

The following statement has been issued by Captain Webber's 
boycott Organisation: 

Reports to hand from reliable sources in Germany reveal in the 
most encouraging way that the boycott efforts to put an end to 
Jewish persecution are finding their mark and gradually bringing 
home to responsible quarters the economic destruction which their 
iniquitous maltreatment of Jewish citizens is involving. The 
grave risk to German commerce resulting from the boycott is begin- 
ning to penetrate among an ever wider citc!e in Germany, despite 
Nazi propaganda and the rigorous Press censorship. The hard facts 
are beginning to speak for themselves. 

From equally reliable sources we learn that, for reasons of 
moral and psychological influence, the focal centre of the boycott 
is held by the Nazis to be the movement in Great Britain. A 
vigorous and whole-hearted boycott of German goods and services 
in this country will be the strongest argument in support of those 
circles in Germany which have influence with the Nazi regime, 
comprising even inembers of the party itself, and who, basing their 
views on sheer expediency, consider that a move towards conciliat- 
ing World Jewry would be a cheap price to pay for economic 

The opposing attitude among the Nazis maintains that if. the 
Nazi Government keeps up a stubborn persistence ig its policy of 
exterminating Germany Jewry, Jewry outside Germany (and, we 
repeat, they regard us in Great Britain as the spear-point of the boy- 
cott) will slacken in their boycott efforts and Hitlerism will eventu- 
ally secure both a mora! and a practical victory. 

It is, therefore, for Jewry to decide whether the abominable 
persecution of Jews in Germany is to continue and the advocates of 
ruthless brutality to be confirmed by success in their unspeakable 
policy; or whether by a more and more vigorous and thorough 
exercise of the boycott of German goods and services, right shall 
triumph over brutal might and the principle be established: It does 
not pay to persecute.” | 15

The Jewish liking for fish dates back to hoary antiquity. “~ We 
remember the fish that we were wont to eat in Egypt, the Israelites 
cried as they bemoaned their fate in the desert, what time the mixed 
multitude among them fell a lusting. Fish was a special delicacy 
fer the Friday evening meal, and in this country at any rate has so 
continued. In the Middle Ages the fish was seasoned with pepper 
and garlic: in Anglo-Jewry Sabbath fish is either fried or gefüllte 
fish.” Fried fish as prepared by Jewish housewives is unique in the 
uns surprising that non-Jews who 
have tasted it frequent public Jewish eating houses in order to get 
it again and again. The learned Polish Rabbi, Solomon Loria, who. 
died in 1575, held so high an opinion of the Sabbath. fish dish that 
he advocated it not for Friday night, but for the Sabbath-day itself. 
His view was that the principal Sabbath meal should include fish, 
he for his part always partook of fish on Saturdays. Dowu to this 
day Jews are considered in the fish market as customers of conse- 
quence.

we are Orthodox. Do we not provide fried fish on Friday nights? ”’ 

In Anglo-.Jewry the Friday evening meal is the one Sabbath 
meal that still maintains itself. But for the Sabbath three meals are 
officially presevibed, one on Friday evening and two on the Sabbath 
itself. There may, of course, be isolated homes where all three are 
still scrupulously observed, just as there may even be Chassidic 
celebrations of the third meal, which take on the character of a 
revivalist service. But these are exceptions, and it is evidence of 
assimilation to environment that for the most part the meals on the 
Sabbath among Jews are exactly like those of their neighbours. 
Evidence of a like character is afforded by the decay of the numerous 
special occasions for what might be termed Religious Meals 
(MBO NTS). I have seen a list of as many as twenty such 
occasions enumerated ; to-day there are really only three effectively 
celebrated—at circumcigions and weddings and on the Seder

The Radiant Cloud.“

Then I avose and went forth into the plain: ane be hot. the 


glory of the Lord stood there. as the alory which IT saw by the rveer 
of Chebar, and I fell on my fu = el III. 24. ay 

So spoke the prophet Ezekiel, unto whom more Visions were 
vouchsafed than to any other seer. What exactly was it that he 
saw? Holy Writ, in many places, holds out as the highest reward 
for obedience the power to see the Divine glory. For example, 
Moses declared “this is the thing which the Lord commanded 
that ve shall do. and the glory of the Lord will appear 
unto vou.” To see the divine glory must be something like 
seeing God Himself. And does not everyone want the experience? 
How blessed and divinely touched those of us who have an ardent 
faith in the Supreme Being would feel, if we were granted the boon 
just for a moment. And those who have not the faith, who do not 
believe in God, would surely deem themselves uplifted and would 
gladly shed their unbelief, if then ision were to come to them. 

On one occasion, 2 Jew an atheist Jew—came to mis Syna- 
gogue in Perth during a service. He took a seat next toa worshipper, 
sat there for a while. then turning to his neighbour, he asked 
“Where is God here? lL have looked all round, and I cannot see 
Him.“ Soon after he took his leave. No doubt had the glory of the 
Lord appeared to him in the Synagogue, as Ezekiel has told us it 
did to him, he would have remained to pray and to give’ praise. I 
has always been so and with many believing can only come from 
seeing. 

The Talmud tells us that once Rabbi Joshua ben Chananyah 
was invited by the Emperor of Rome to come to the Imperial Palace. 
Arriving there, the Emperor took him aside and said to him conf? 
dentially that he had sent for him to ask a favour... He had heard 
much of the God of Israe], Who he was told was so great and good 
and powerful. He would much like to look upon Him. Sire.“ 
replied the Rabbi, “you ask an impossibility ; no mortal eve can 
see my God.’ The Emperor would not be so easily satisfied. Had 
he not seen hundreds of gods, in stone and clay and silver and gold? 
From coaxing he went on to threatening. when the Rabbi said: 


. very well, Cine with me ana | Will show “Hom 10 VOU He took 


him out into the palace garden. It was a beautiful summer's day. 
The sky was clear. The sun shone with brilliant splendour. 
Now, your Majesty, said the Rabbi. raise vour eves to that place 
in heaven where the sun is shining. Look steadily, and there vou 
will see my God. The Emperor raised his eves: but, in a moment, 
half blinded by the sun, he dropped bis gaze. “No! No!” said the 


Rabbi, Look steadily, or vou will not-see Him. ‘| cannot.’ crted 
the Manperor. Come, show me some other way whereby I can see 
Him.” “Sir,” said the Rabbi, think of what vou are asking. You 
would see God Who created the whole universe and imparted 
splendour to all its parts, and yet you cannot look upon the sun to 
which He has given but an atom of His infinite glory.” 

How long ago is it since the Rabbi gave that ‘answer to the 
Emperor? More than two thousand years. There are elements in 
it which are as fresh to-day as when’ it was given. It still holds, 
Na man can see me and live.’ But stay! In Israel ef old, were 

there not those to whom the boon iwas granted, if not of seeing Ged 
Himself, then of beholding the radiance of His glory? When Moses 
was standing in the reck-cleft of the holy mountain, so we shall 
recall again during the Atonement service, God came down ina 
cloud. And Moses saw and heard as the voice called“ The Lord. 
the Lord is a merciful and gracious God.” And if we say that Moses 
was peculiarly privileged and only to him of all mortal creatures 
God spoke face to face, was it not to the whole’ congregation 
of Israel that afterwards the divine radiance showed itself? And 
even though, so terror-stricken were the people at the sight that 
they cried out for the experience never to occur again, still! they 
had. When Solomon's temple was completed and the ark of the 
covenant was placed in position in the Holy of Holies, the cloud of 
glory, we read, so filled the temple that the officiating priests had 
to cease their ministrations and seek refuge outside. When Isaiah. 
the most eloquent of the prophets, received the consecration of the 
ministry, it was in the temple that the divine fire touched his lips, 
and the heavenly glory appeared shining as a thick cloud. 

So that the answer to the question I asked, when! began, what 
was it that Ezekiel saw in the plain, before which he fell on bis 
face, is apparent—he saw a thick cloud of marvellous radiance. 
Consequently, we must infer that that is the glory of God promised 
to appear to everyone who is obedient to His Divine Commandments. 

ä I am not satisfied with this answer. I. too, want to see the 
Divine glory just as much as did that atheist Jew who entered my 
synagogue, although my reason for wanting to see it is quite 
different from his. I cannot wait for the appearance of a cloud; 
and if it did appear, I would not contentedly 
brilliantly it shone, that that was the divine glory. And why should 
it not make itself manifest to me and to zou here? It may be that 
Israel of old was worthier and holier than you and I are. But 
you and I are just as precious in the sight of God as was Israel of 
olden days. We, too, deserve to see the glory, and would we be 


allow, however

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satisfied if, in its appearing to us, all that we saw was a cloud 
glowing brightly? | 

Some good Jews maintain that when the temple was destroyed 
the Shechinah, the glory of the divine presence departed from the 
world. Others bold—and not merely the ardent Zionists—that it 
has remained on earth, but cannot be seen outside the boundaries 
of Palestine. Some teach that only to those in Israel whose story 
is closed by the last page of the Bible, did the Shechinah appear, 
and then only on rare occasions. I hold a different belief. I believe 
that the divine effulgence can be witnessed to-day, here in England, 
over there on the Continent, across there in America, in distant 
Africa, Asia and Australia. I accept the word of the Rabbi of the 
Talmud who taught that when Moses asked God Show me now 
Thy glory,” God bade him Look at the footsteps of man.” 

Tue glory of heaven can be seen not merely by the privileged 
few. not just by one specially favoured of God, if we know where to 
look for it, and what to look for. If we look up into the sky, 
whether it be clear and blue and resplendent with the light of a 
radiant sun, or Whether it be deep and velvet and dark, lit up by 
jewelled stars, we are likely to miss it. We are most likely to find 
it. if we look around us and search for it on earth. If we go seeking 
for it in awesome visions and shining pillars and angelic appear- 
ances. we can be rather sure we shall never find it. We are most 
likely to see it, in all its splendour if we commence looking for 
some plain artless thing, like the footsteps of a man. 

The Gemara tells us that once Rabbi Joseph was sitting with 
his colleagues engaged in, au exciting debate. In the midst of it, he 
heard footsteps. At once he rose and said: Gentlemen, I rise 
before the glory of God which is approaching.” The Rabbis looked 
round to see who was coming, and they saw Rabbi Joseph's mother 
approaching. 

And now we know where to look, and what to look for, if we 
are desirous of seeing the Divine radiance. We need not be a Moses 
to be vouchsafed the Vision. We need not be an Isaiah or an 
Ezekiel. It comes to the humblest of us. The weakest of us can 
cause it to appear: When a mother holds her child in her arms, and 
presses the baby fingers to-her lips, there you have a vision of the 
Divine glory. When a grown-up son, free to act as he likes, refrains 
from this conduct or that, saying. III not do it because. if | do, it 
will hurt my mother, it will hurt the old pater”; there you have 
the Divine glory. 

Ihave seen a Jewish father and mother sitting in Synagogue 
listening to their son as he stood on the Almemar speaking the words

I remember thet Jews are divided in the 
world. As many nations as there are in the five Continents. 
sO many divisions are there, divisions that are true barriers. 
Whatever is said to the contrary, normally real antagonism 
of culture and nationhood, of outlook and civilisation, of taste and 
manners, keeps them apart. Before the Nazi terror broke out from 
the hell of- a truculent and murderous nationalism to shock the 
civilised world, I remember, the German Jew despised the Polish Jew, 
and the Polish Jew returned the compliment. To the English Jew, 
the foreiguer, even though he was a Jew, often because he was a 
Jew, was a being to be looked down upon; and the foreign 
Jew returned the compliment often with usurious interest. 
But to-day, as always, let some big calamity fall on the Jew in 
any part of the world, and at once English, German, French. 
Pole are forgotten, and everywhere the Jewish heart in the one stirs 
to the cry which comes from the Jewish heart of the other. In that 
feeling of Jewish humanity, transcending every other considera- 
tion, calling one to the other as deep calls to deep, I see a divine 
glory more luminous than any shining cloud.

School That Precludes the Inferiority Complex. 
Dr. Schonfeld Interviewed. 


“It is just four years since the Jewish Secondary School came 
into existence, and it can already be claimed that its achievements 
have justified its claim,’ declared Rabbi Dr. Solomon Schonfeld, the 
newly appointed Principal of the School, in the course of an inter- 
view (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative). Dr. Schonfeld 
is full of enthusiasm for the work which he has undertaken in 
furthering the success of the School in Finsbury Park, which was 
founded by his late father. 

Discussing the ideas which prompted the establishment of the School, 
Dr. Schonfeld said: “A Jew must want to bea Jew, acknowledging and 
aihering to his Jewishness, not because others wish him to keep to the 
faith or because it is a convention, but because he really desires to be a 
Jew. This desire can only be supplied by appreciation of the inner beauty 
ef Judaism, the substance of which must ive learnt and studied. Wehave

scon to-day the madness of assimilation. The only answer to persecution 

is more intensity in Jewish understanding and practice. A realisation of 

Jewish teaching alone can save the Jew from a degrading servility. 
Removing a Source of Anti-Semitism. 

“T myself kaow from my own experience in English schools,” he con- 
tinued, “that even in the most emancipated circumstances, Jewish boys 
develop a cramping inferiority complex, which in turn breeds as a reaction 
ostentatiousness, leading in duc course to behaviour which makes for 
unpopularity and often dislike. The Jewish Secondary School seeks to 
combat this state of mind.“ 

In reply to a question as to the argument sometimes put forward, that 
a Jewish School seeks to continue the Ghetto spirit, Dr. Schonfeld said 
that this was entirely a wrong conception, In the first place,” he 
declared, “it must be realised that every denomination has it own 
schools as the best means of religious instruction in the correct 
environment. Again, Jewish children to-day normally receive instruction 
in Judaism and kindred subjects after their ordinary school work, in the 
evening, when their minds are hardly receptive to cope with fresh 
subjects; and this is really abnormal, since, at the best, it produces an 
andue Strain. It is hardly to be wondered that Jewish studies become 
neglected and relegated to a secondary position, when the attitude of the 
children themselves makes them naturally reluctant further to overtire 
their minds. As a result, studies in Judaism become burdensome to 
them, with sad consequences so far as the Community and the future 


cf Judaism are concerned. 


A Comprehensive Secondary Education. 

“Tn pursuance of our policy, as my father laid it down, so far from 
creating a ‘Ghetto mind,’ it is our intention, when the School has firmly 
established its reputation to admit non-Jewish children, and it will be an 
ateresting experiment to see how Jewish boys react when they are the 
hosts instead of the guests.” sia

Already several of the students have passed matriculation as external 
candidates and one pupil has been successful at an open examination 
scholarship for St. Paul's School, Dr. Schonfeld told me. There have now 
been added preparatory classes, to form an elementary school from which 
later on to feed the upper forms. The aim of the School, asa whole, is to 
provide a good general secular education, harmoniously combined with 
the sound teaching of Judaism. The curriculum—apart from the Jewish 
side leading up to Chumesh, Tanach, Gemora, modern Hebrew—com- 
prises subjects up to the London matriculation standard, taught by a 
staff of highly qualified teachers, all of whom hold degrees, at their head, 
the distinguished Headmaster, Dr. E. Bloom, M.Sc. No side of the 
children’s development is left untended, and physical training and 
sports play their proper part in the School course. 

In reply to other questions, Dr. Schonfeld said that the Board of 
Governors of the School has been drawn from all sections of the Come’ 
munity and is pot identified with any one congregation. It was, he declared, 
the task of the Community generally to concern itself with the upbuilding 
of a virile Jewish Youth which should have a strong conception of Jewish 
attachment. There had been many difficulties to overcome and a good 
deal of prejudice to contend with, but it was becoming more and more 
recognised that only in this way could a youth be educated witha full 
realisation of conscious Jewishness. 

Financial difficulties are still acute, Dr. Schonfeld admitted with 
regret. Debts have been allowed to accumulate, and have now to be met. 
there is an annual deficit of 4800, which will continue until the Govern- 
ment grant is received. But as matriculation standard has now been 
reached, this grant should not be far off. It is intended to launch an 
appeal shortly, and a committee for the purpose is now in the course of 
formation. A number of communal leaders have promised their support, 
and Major H. L. Nathan, M. P., has kindly consented to act as Treasurer. 

In conclusion, Dr. Schonfeld said. that they were convinced of 
ultimate success, just as they were convinced that theirs was 
the only right method for the education of the young, if they were to be 
equipped with that fall knowledge which was imperative to their 
becoming and remaining loyal Jews. The glimmer of light kindled four 
years apo is growing brighter, and those undertaking this work feel that 
it will in time develop into a veritable beacon illuminating the path of 
Jewish education.

CORRESPONDENCE READ IN COURT. 


Evidence turning on the authenticity of the translations of the 
proclamations and correspondence found in connection with the 
raid on «a number of Palestine Revisionists who are accused of 
belonging to an illegal association known as Brith Habiryonim, was 
siven in the course of the contiuned hearing by Mr. Zvi Rosin, the 
Hebrew interpreter. Mr. Rosin read out a number of marked 
passages in letters exchanged between the accused, which are said 
to reveal the plans and ideas of the Habirvonim. 

Mr. Cohen, the Counsel for the accused, explained one passage 
about n certain Jew in Jerusalem whose ideology is true and lives 
within our conscience.’ as referring to Jesus and not to anv of the 
present leaders and offered to prove his. assertion by citing extracts 
from Akhi-Meir's notebooks. 

Rachel Mark. of Jerusalem, who was next called as a witness, 
refused, like a previous witness, Raia Berman, to give evidence. 
ihe Magistrate warned her that if she insisted she would be liable 
to be prosecuted before the District Court. Police Inspector 
~olomon Goffer then gave evidence. At this stage the hearing was 
udjournedt, 

A statement describing the Habiryonim organisation, alleged to 
have been made by Nevin, one of the accused, was read to the Court 
at the renewed hearing by Captain Rice, Deputy Inspector-General 
of the Palestine Police. The organisation was started, the state- 
ment declared, in November 1951, with the object of propagating 
dissatisfaction on land and immigration questions, and cen lucting 
an agitation against Jewish participation in the censis, Levin 
declared that the Brith Habirvonim was not connected with the 
murder of Dr. Arlosovoff.

The resignation of Jewish -units from the United German

German organisations. The resignation of the entire body of 
officers has left the United German Societies without anv officials 
and dominated by Nazi sympathisers. Mr. Bernard Ridder, a 
publisher of German-American newspapers, who has hitherto been 
identified as a Nazi propagandist, has effected a volte-face and has 
warned the United German Societies against any pro-Nazi 
tendencies. He declared that the future of the Societies lay in 
America, and that a rift had been caused by “those who have no 
right to be here,” meaning the Nazi propagandists. Mr. Ridder was 
booed and hooted when he attempted to end the factional strife. 


The organ of the German emigrants in Prague, the Auracr, 
has offered prizes for the best plans for the organisation of the 
boycott of German goods. The first prize is 1,000 Czechoslovakian 
kronen. 

The Finnish trade unions have decided to boycott German 
goods. 
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World Alliance for Combating Anti-Semitism. 
Mr. Holford Knight, K. C., M. P., presided last week over a meeting of 
the Organisation Committee of the World Alliance for Combating Anti- 
Semitism. Others present included the Earl of Listowel, Sir George 
Jones. M.., Father Day, 8.J., Major Norman Bray, Dr. and Mrs. de 
Leck, Mr. S. M. Salomon and Mr. M. Wood. It was decided to extend 
the work in view of the increasing urgency of the situation. Invitations 
were accepted to send speakers to demonstrations at Brussels and Antwerp 
ind the M. P'. s present undertook to call a meeting in the House of 
Commons at which support for the World Alliance would be obtained. A 
special Committee was appointed to draw up a Manifesto, draught a Con- 
<titution and carry out other work including propaganda. 


Watchmen of Israel. 


\ meeting was held in Heaton Park, Manchester, of the Watchmen 
of Israel, an organisation recently formed in Manchester to review the 
position in Germany and consider what steps to take to check the perse- 
caution of the Jews. Speakers pointed ont that the only effective weapon 
to combat the Nazi tyranny was an organised boycott of German goods, 
It was not only the Jewish race that was threatened, but humanity at 
large Councillor Gouldman said that he was not able as yet to associate 
himself with any official declaration of boycott, but he could not but feet 
strongly with the previous speakers. He appealed to the public, Jews and 
non-Jews alike, to make it their business to approach their Members of 
Parliament and urge them to get the Cabinet to enter a protest to the 
German Government through diplomatic channels. Failing this, it would 
remain for the League of Nations to take action against the inhuman 
ppression in Germany. 


The Bishop of Winchester's Warning. 

The Bishop of Winchester (Dr. Cyril Garbett), in his presidential 
vuidvess to the Diocesan Conference said: 1 do not fecl that we 
wight to ask the Government to make further reductions in our armed 
forces, unless we cau persuade other nations to move forward in the same 
lirection. A vear ago the sympathies ‘of most Euglismmen were with 
Germany as against France, bat the revival of an intolcrant and be!licose 
nationalism.in Germany has caused.a violent reaction. We can sympathise 
with and admire the vouth of a country rising in passionate defence of 
their Fatherland. But any svimpathy which might have been won by the 
youthfulness and patriotism of the Nazi Government has been commpictely 
lost by their perseention of the Jews on account of their race and religion, 
by their cruelty to their political opponents, by their repression of indi 
vidual liberty, and by their unserupulons attempt to destroy the indepen- 
dence of Austria. Europe suddenly ficds itself confronted with the oid 
militant Prussianism which it imagined had been chastened and suluiucad 
by the War. Under these circumstances, nations naturally hesitate to 
commit themselves to pledges of immediate disarmament. Unless the 
Conference can reach some agreement about the limitation of arms, there 
will be nothing to prevent nations from entering on another race in

The British Fascists Ltd. was a small body on the 
verge of bankruptcy. 

The Chairman (Sir Percival Clark), announcing the decision, said he 
realised that feeling was running very high. It was, perhaps, not altogether 
surprising. “* Breaches of the peace, violence and wilful damage such as 
this cannot be tolerated,’ he added. The police have quite enough to 
do without protecting property against hotheads. I do not suppose that 
any ill-feeling which exists will be diminished if I send you to prison and 
make martyrs of vou.“

Ban on Foreign Scholarship. 
— — 


The Dutch Rabbinate for Dutch Students. 
From Our Correspondent. 
A veritable strife has been raging in the communal ranks as to 
the methods of procedure to be adopted for appointments in future 
of Chief Rabbis and Rectors of the Dutch Jewish Theological 
Seminary. Voices have been heard in criticism of the competency 
of the electoral bodies as at present constituted, and, after prolonged 
conferences, the Permanent Commission for General Jewish Affairs 
recently submitted a recommendation bearing upon the situation to 
the Central Commission for their adoption. This latter institution 
is the supreme representative body in Holland, its membership 
being composed of accredited representatives from Amsterdam and 
all the provincial Jewish Communities in the country, and functions 
as a combined Board of Deputies and United Synagogue Council. 
With the Permanent Commission as its Executive, the Central Com. 
mission covers a wide field of activity embracing the religious and 
social administration of Dutch Jewry and is the mouthpiece of the 
Community in all questions affecting Jewish interests. 

Allied to the questions arising in connection with the proposed 
alteration in the composition of the electoral bodies is one bearing 
upon the qualifications necessary in candidates for the offices of 
the Chief Rabbinate and the Rectorship respectively, with especial 
reference to foreign aspirants to these offices. For a long time 
past, these matters have been looming large in the councils of the 
Central Commision and at their last two conferences, which are 
rare, have occupied the greatest part of their deliberations, 
circumstances dictating the desirability of finding early and definite 
solution. 

In the first place, since the death of Rector Wagenaar, some four 
years ago, the Theological Seminary has been without effective 
leadership, while the necessity for defining the position with regard 
to the appointment of a future Chief Rabbi of North Holland has 
hecome apparent in view of the advancing age of the present incum- 
bent and the fact that he has already passed the limit for active 
service as stipulated by the regulations.

vious Chief Rabbi whe, paradoxically enough, was not of 
Dutch nationality. No more effective measure could be taken to 
safeguard the principle than the decision, arrived at at the last 
meeting of the Commission, to continue the imposition of a collo- 
quium doctum for all foreign candidates. The argument advanced 
was that the scholarship and the standard of Rabbinic learning 
of a foreign candidate could be better ascertained by means of an 
oral examination conducted by a Board of Dutch Chief Rabbis than 
by a strict reliance on diplomas and written credentials. Who 
were to judge from these and other works of candidates, how far 
these were fruits of independent study or how far assistance had 
been given in their preparation? This argument proved effective 
enough to defeat the recommendation of the Permanent Commission 
desiring to abolish the oral examination for foreign candidates. 

Without doubt this ruling is tantamount to an absolute ban on 
foreign scholarship for it is conceded, albeit reluctantly, that a 
foreign candidate, armed with diplomas and a record of service 
behind him, would consider it infra diy. to submit himself for oral 
examination to those he could not consider his superiors. Buto 
all intents and purposes the very object aimed at is to make the 
Dutch Rabbinate a highly protected institution, and in this con- 
nection the remarks of the President of the Commission, who is the 
virtual lay head of Dutch Jewry, are worth quoting. He declared 
that so long as there were sufficient Dutch students holding a 
diploma from their own Seminary he would not tolerate the election 
of a foreign Rabbi and would impose a 100 per cent. restriction on 
foreign importation. He felt the Community were in honour bound 
obliged to reserve positions to students graduated from their own 
theological college. 

These are fine sentiments, but it must be admitted that the 
Community is at present lacking in men of calibre who could fill 
with dignity and worthiness the difficult and responsible positions, 
such as the Chief Rabbinate of North Holland which will become 
vacant in the not distant future, and that of the Rectorship of the 
Seminary which is in want of a scholar of light and leading. 

Reference is made above to the recent appointment on the 
Teaching Staff of the Seminary. The lecturer in question is Dr. J.

Four Jewish Communities. 
Language Difficulties. 

An interesting article on the Jews in Cuba. who number 6,000 
nud whose fate during the present unrest will cause much concern, 
appears in the ALLGEMEINE JURDISCHE ZRITUNG, Ol Bratislava, 
Crvechoslovakia. 

The Jews in Cuba form in miniature a replica of World Jewry. 
fu Havana. there are no fewer than four distinct communities with 
different vites and languages. The history af the Ostjwden com. 
munity is particularly fascinating. When, vears ago. u handful of 
refugees from Eastern Europe and particularly Russia, landed in 
Cuba. they already found a few coteligionists: but these, Sefardic 


and Americon Jews. lived clanntish!\

A considerable number of them 
are Galician and Polish Jews, although completely Americanised. 

The Sefardic Kehilla is the third community. They are 
Spaniards formerly resident in Turkey, and naturally use the 
Sefardic rite and speak Spanish. The Synagogue, curiously enough, 
is in Inquisitor Street. | 

The fourth community is that of the Arabic Jews, uniting 
immigrants from Svria and Arabia.. But, as is not surprising among 
this quarrelsome race, the Arab community ts rent by internal 
dissension, Five vears back, on Yom Kippur, the police had to be 
called in to restore order. However, tempers have cooled since 
then and such incidents are not likely. to happen again. 


UNITED STATES. Iventyw representatives of the Federation of 
Cerman-Jewish Societies walked out at the meeting of the United German 
Societes, asserting that the Nazi adherents had packed the meeting enough 
with their followers to gain the favourable vote for the resolution concerning 
the raising of the Nazi flag at the German celebration this month. At 
the meeting of the organisation several weeks ago, the delegates adopted 
a resolution not to invite the German Ambassador and not to raise the 
Nazi flag at the German dav ceremonies: but at this last meeting tie 
Jewish gro 18 suspected that anew resolution Super cing the 
one would bo introduced. They held a five minute recess, and returned 
voicing their tatention to resign and accnsing the Nazi supporters of 
equeezing in thirty-five Nazis, whercas at the last meeting there had only 
ien four accredited After the -ewish groups had left, a 
resolution was adopt od inviting the German Ambassador and calling for 
the fivVing of the ofticial German flag. An amendment by a delegate to 
make it plain that the raising of the Nazi fag had no political significance 
and did not indicate anti-Semit sm was drowned by booing Among the 
speakers were Heinz Spanknoebel, the official leader of the American Nazis. 

By the withdrawal of: its appeal from the Pennsylvania Supreme 
Court, the. London Guaranty and Accident Co. has brought to an end a 
case that has been pending in the Canadian Courts and in the Courts of 
Philadelphia for several ycars. In July, 1929, dna Menige and twoothers 
of Philadelphia, were injuved in a collision with an automobile driven by 
Harold Green, of Canada, while travelling in Neu York. Suit was brought 
against Green in the Canadian courts, resulting in a verdict for the plain 
tiffs. Inthe meantime, the London Guaranty and Accident Co. filed a suit in 
the Canadian courts against Green to cancel his policy on the ground of 
fraud. its contention was that in applying for his insurance policy. he 
had given his name as Green, whereas it was Greenberg,“ and that in 
response to the question as to his nationality he said he was a Canadian, 
cmitting the fact that he was a len. The Canadian courts sustained that 
contention and nullified tle policy. After obtaining a verdict against 
Green in the Canadian courts, the local claimaats brought suit in Phila 
detphia agaiust tac London Guaranty and Accident Co. for the amount of 
their verdict. The American Court of Common Pleas No. 3 sustained the 
contention of the claimants and rendered a verdict against the company, 
The company took an appeal, but have now withdrawn,

200,000 Jews on the Land. 


Latest Official Figures. 


‘There ave altogether 200,000 Jews engaged in agriculture in the 
soviet Union, according to a Report presented to the Presidium of 
the All-Union Central Executive Committee, the supreme Soviet 
legislative body, by M. Boris Trotzky, the Vice-Chairman of the 
Government Commission for Jewish Settlement Comet“). 

Kighteen thousand souls emigrated to Bureva during the last 
live vears, he says, and over 7,000 have remained there. The heavy 
re-emigration (over sixty per cent.) is due, he says, to shortage of 
housing and food and other difficulties, mostly caused by defective 
udministration. Eighty per cent. of those engaged in ugriculture 
are collectivised. The area sown in Bureya has been increased from 
14,000 to 27,000 hectares, including the non-Jewish Collective and 
Soviet farms. 

11,627 families, or about 50,000 souls, migrated to the Crimea 
during the period of settlement, since 1927, and 25,000 souls have 
remained there, the Report proceeds. There ate eighty-three Jewish 
agricultural co-operatives in the Crimea and four Communes. The 
Agro-Joint has taken a great part in the work and is providing 
technical and agronomical assistance. Fifty-seven artisan co-opera- 
tives have been organised in the Jewish settlements of the Crimea 
with the aid of the Agro-Joint and the Ort. There are thirty-three 
Jewish village Soviets in the Crimea,and one Jewish region, named 
Freidorf. 

About 14,000 Jewish families have emigrated to the Ukraine 
since 1924, about 30,000 souls have remained there, and about 
There are three 
Jewish autonomous regions, with 120 new Jewish collective farms. 
There are in the Ukraine over thirty old Jewish colonies with about 


50.000 Jewish land workers. 


In addition to these three main centres of Jewish settlement, 


Jeus have also been settled on the land by the Comzet and the Ozet 


in White Russia, West Russia, Caucasia, Georgia and Uzbekistan. 
In Cancasia, 200 families of Caucasian Jews have been settled on the 


land. in Georgia 600 families of Georgian Jews all organised in 
collective farms, in Uzbekistan 1,200 families, and in White Russia 


there are about 20,000 Jews on the land.

A JEWISH WOMAN'S AUTOBIOGRAPHY. 


Maud Nathan, Once Upon a Time and To-day. Putnam. les. 6d. 


America may claim to have produced, in Rebecca Kohut's My 
PORTION, one of the finest feminine autobiographies in Jewish 
literature. The tradition thus set so admirably is continued by 
Maud Nathan (well known as a fighter for women's rights and as 
founder of the Consumers’ League, which did so much to improve 
conditions of labour in the United States). At its outset. the volume 
rivals Mrs. Kohut's in its naive charm; though, unfortunately, this 
is lost later on in a welter of anecdotes of the great. The record 
of the old Sefardic families in America, and of Jewish life in New 
York in the middle of last century, is peculiarly delightful. Later 
on, Mrs. Nathan married a cousin, went everywhere, met everyone. 
became an active figure in public life. and’ had the questionable 
privilege of spending the first days ofthe War in Germany. “It was 
surprising, she writes, to find a nation ordinarily so phlegmatic. 
s0 philosophical, a nation that prided itself on conduct ruled by 
reason, showing itself so childish, so hysterical.” 

The specifically Anglo.Jewish interest of the work is consider- 
able. The forebear of the Nathan. family, in the direct line, was 
Simon Nathan, born in 1746 (according to an unauthenticated state- 
ment), at Frome, in tiomerset, and subsequently an ardent supporter 
of the patriotic cause in America. In the female line, the family is 
descended from Gershom Mendes Seixas, “the patriot minister of 
the American Revolution, who in turn was grandson of Abraham 
Mendes Seixas, alias Miguel Pacheco da Silva, of Stepney. Mrs. 
Nathan's English acquaintances, of whom she records her impres- 
sions, included the late Dr. Adler, the Rothschilds, Lord and Lady 
Battersea, the Montefiores and the first Lord Swaythling who 
showed us one of his most treasured possessions, the original 
salyer sent to Cromwell by Israel Manassah ste. This gift caused 
Cromwell to allow Jews to return to England to Jive.” This is 
history simplified, with a vengeance ! 

Even as early as 1880, Mrs. Nathan was struck by the difference 
between the easy social equality which the Jews enjoyed in England 
and the discrimination from which they suffered, even then, in New 
York (now, of course, the contrast is greater by far). She records 
the occasion, some tifty vears ago, when a hotel proprietor in an 
American pleasure resort first intimated that no Jews would in 
future be welcomed-——now a shamefully common phenomenon. 
One's s§mpathy with her indignation is diminished, however, by the 
unfortunate distinction which she draws between “weof the cultured 
Jewish class and the others, the discrimination against whom she 
tacitly justifies, C. R. 
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FAMILY HISTORY ON THE STAGE.

THEY WENT 
FORTH deals with the Friday evening in 1832-3, when the long kaftan of 
Joseph Rubinstein saved an infant Cantonist from the hands of the Czar 
ofall the Russias. Either would make an mimirabie curtain-ra’ser in a 
Jewish dramatic entertainment: and one hopesthat the opportunity will 
not be neglected. — 3. 


Notes on Books and 1 


Every -Friday, at mid-day, there is a Jewish Broadcast from Radio- 


Pars. The programme consists of a nmsical section (comprising tradi- 
tional songs, etc.) and a short address--generally „ propos of some 
approaching celebration of the religious year or of an. historical 
anniversary. The Fondation Sefer (established not long ago by the 
Bullowa family of New York in memory of their late brother), has now 
issued, as its second publication, a volume containing a selection of 
these addresses, under the title LA VOIX D'IsRAEL. As one turns 
over the pages, one can readily understand the success which these 
broadcasts have had how isolated Jews, living in places where there 
is no organised Community, bave had their ancestral consciousness 
re-awakened by them, and how Gentile listeners have written to intimate 
their interest and the new understanding with which they now regard 
the Jewish genius. But one lays down the volume with a feeling of 
depression, not to say of shame. Why isit impossible for us in England, 
with our greater numbers and greater wealth, to organise something of 
the same sort? The task may be difficult, but ic cannot be impossible. 


In 1931, the League of Natious’ Permanent Committee on Arts and 
Lotters invited the International Institute of Intellectual Co-operation to 
“ encourage an exchange of letters between leaders of thought, on the 
lines of those which have always taken place at the great epochs of 
European history.” It is significant that the second volume isscel in the 
“International Series of Open Letters” which has resulted from this 
invitation comprises correspondence between two Jews Albert Einstein 
and Sigmund Freud—on an essentially J ewish theme: WHY WAR? (George 
Allen and Unwin Ltd., 4s. 6d. net). Professor Einstein narrows down the 
practical issues to one: can the lust for hatred and destruction which man 
has within him be counteracted by mental evolution? Professor Freud's 
unswer is a little pessimistic; yet he has high hopes of the influence 
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which may be wielded by au ideal which is (though he does not say so) as 
much Rabbinic as it is Platonie- the evolution of “a superior class of 
independent thinkers, unamenable to intimidation and fervent in the quest 
of truth.” If these interchanges of correspondence are to have any wide- 
Spread intluenee, it is a great pity that they are published in an edition so 
luxurious, and at a price at least five times greater than is justified by 
their bulk. 

The latest issue of the BRITISH YEAR-BoOox OF INTERNATIONAL LAW 
includes articles by three Jewish contributors, Professor Bentwich, Dr. 
Lauterpacht and Mr. Julius Stone.

A reader complained in last weck's issue of the offence given to Jewish 
radio listeners by the broadcast on Monday evening in last week on the 
Daventry (National) programme of “The Fire Station, or No Escape,” 
described as “an hour's clean fun,“ in which “a large part of the fun 
consisted of fire-raising jokes spoken by a genticman in what were 
apparently meant to be * Hebrew ' accents.” 

When 1 approached the British Broadcasting Corporation on this 
matter, writes a representative of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, L was told by 
a high official (one who had authority to speak for the general directorate) 
that the B.B.C. wer anxious not to cause offence in any way. 

As regards the present complaint, the official said that as soon as repre 
sentations were made that the “clean fon” was offensive to Jews, steps 
were immediately taken to vemove all such offending references from thi 
repeat performance given on the following cvening (Tuesday) in the London 
Regional programme. 

No doubt the B.B.C. will learn from this that not only should a'! 
matter be carefully watched for offensive references, but that all 
artists should be warned that the B. . C. will not tolerate “‘ humour at 
the expense of the self-respect of any section of their subscribers. Jews 
are the first to cnjoy clean humour about their brethren, bu: hnomom 
including sinister reficctions is a very different matter.

Oneo the Council have this most necessary informatio., a 
Conference will bo convened without delay, and the whole problem of the 
future of the Union and the literary society movement taken in hand.

Post, Dr. Cecil Roth wrote: My attention has been called to the article 
on The Early Days of Jewry in Swansea.” which appeared in your 
iesne of August l2th. It m * perhaps interest your readers to know that 
have a record of a certain Jew, Jac 5 Mosely who, in 1797 removed 
from Cardiff to Swansea. It is understood that he was a sergeant in the 
Glamorganshire Yoomanry at the time of the Napoleonic Wars and ea 
miniature of him is stillextant. His son, Henry Philip Mosely. was born 
on January 23rd, 1811, in Castle Street, Swansea, where his father carried 
on business as a jeweller. Presumably, the Mr. Ephraim Mosely mentioned 
in your article was another momber of the family. The Jewish Muasenm 
in London possesses a silver chalice, presented by the Swansea Conerega. 
tion to the then Chief Rabbi, Solomon Herschell. who died in 1842. It is 
obvious, therefore, that by this date the Swansea Community was already 
properly established and enjoyed some standing. The traditional date 
for the foundation of the Community is 178%. 
Another letter, on the same subject. was pr-nted in the paper 
mentioned above, from Mr. Maurice Mosely, of 6. Boundary Road. 
N. W. The writer states: My grandfather, Jacob Mosely. of Castle 
Street, Swansea, was one of the pioneers of the Jewish community in the 
town. Ile was a jeweller and silversmith. He died in 1816, aged 75, and 
was buried in the Jewish. Cemetery at Swansea. I have in my possession 
his prayer-book, inscribed: ‘* Jacob Mosely, Cardiff. 1797. I newer heard 
of Ephraim Mosely, but there was an Ephraim Joseph, a grandson of 
Jacob Mosely, who subsequently lived at Gloucester and Birmingham.

The traditional date 
for the foundation of the Community is 178%. 

Another letter, on the same

N. W. The writer states: My grandfather. Jazob Mosely. of Castle 
Street, Swansea, was one of the pioneers of the Jewish community in the 
town. He was a jeweller and silversmith. He died in 1816, aged 75, and 
was buried in the Jewish Cemetery at Swansea.

Was it the Work of London Nazis? 


UNWARRANTED INFERENCES IN THE PRESS. 

It Was a great pity (writes a JEWIsH CHRONICLE representative) 
that various newspapers and their critics should have jumped so 
easily to the conclusion that the. illenannered gentry who caused a 
disturbance at the first night of Werner Krauss's performance at 
the Shaftesbury last week. were Jews. There were many inferences 
favoured with what Was undoubtedly very justifiable complaint in 
the Press reports, suggesting to the ordinary reader that the stupid 
demonstration was the work of Jews, whereas extensive enquiry 
among those who came on the spot and among the theatre staff 
revealed the fact that the utmost uncertainty prevails on the subject 
of “ who did it? 


One man ! spoke to at least part of the ble to cuthusiasts 
Mnuonye the theatre world itself, who object to the employment of foreign 
taleut while British artists are out of work. Others with whom I dis- 
cussed the matter named Commmunists, and still others Fascists as the 
cause of the trouble. 

Krauss's Wife a Jewess. 

On Saturday a daily paper printed the views of Marie. Bard, wife of 
Werner Krauss, to the effect that the disturbance was caused by members 
of the London Nazis. “ We have been in Austria since February.” ste 
said. aud because we did not retura to Berlin until a week ALO, Certain 
German newspapers suggested that my husband was afraid to return to 
Berlin because | was a Jewess.” | 

Those responsible for the production lamented the fact that the 
special interview with Mr. Krauss appeared in THE J&EWiIsH CHRONICLE 
on the morning aficr the first night. Had the announcement which THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE secured in which Krauss dissociated himself from 
Nazism been circulated carlier. it is felt that. assuming that it was 
irresponsible individual Jews who were to blame, the trouble would have 
been averted; while if it was the work of Nazi Agents Prorocatéetirs, the 
ground of their false suggestion would have been cut from under them. 


Prompt Action by Captain Webber. 

As soon as the papers appeared on Friday morning containing the 
inferences mentioned above, Captain Webber took immediate action by 
circulating a letter to the press, as head of the Boycott movement in 
England, expressing on behal! of his organisation “disgust and abhor- 
rence at the disgraceful behaviour at the Shaftesbury Theatre, and 
adding that this was the feeling of every rizht-thinking Jew and Jewess. 

“No member of our Organisation,” wrote Captain Webber, “is per- 
mitted to indulge in disturbances of the peace or public annoyances of 
this kind, and any member who was found to have done any such thing 
would be immediately expelled. It must be obvious to any persons, 
unless they are abject fools, that actions such as marked the opening 
night of * Before Sunset,’ can only do immense harm to the cause of 
all those who are opposiog persecution.” 

One effect of Captain Webber's prompt action, | learn from a Fieet 
Street friend, was that a certain newspaper which had its scouts out to 
work up a scare tale about organised anti-German hooliganism, in view of 
the unequivocal statement by the most vigorous boycotter, called off the 
“stunt” and relegated the Krauss affair to the storm in a tea-cup” 
category, to which it belongs.

Mr. Ashley Dukes’ delightful picture of Regency days is well worth 
revival. With its quict charm and rich understanding of the psychology 
of the period it is one of those things that is assured of revival so long as 
there are those to witness it who can relish the subtleties of the subject 
and whose background of knowledge and interest is requisite to their 
appreciation. ‘To foretell that it will cver become popular in the wider 
sense is to proclaim one’s optimism perhaps foo recklessly. This 
production is pleasingiv presented and for the most part well cast. 
ton Swinley gave a boattiful version of the servant whose inner worth and 
dignity outshone hislivery and alowed us to enjoy the historical develop- 
ment the character represented without forcing the significance upon us. A 
beautiful piece of acting. D. A. Clarke Smith revealed the qualities of 
selfishness and vanity in the nobleman with great efficiency. Valerie 
Taylor seemed ill-chosen for her part and temperamentally out of touch 
with the character she had to portray, Pleasing work was that of Stanley 


-Lothbury and Marguerite Cellier as the innkeeper and his wife.

MUSIC. 
A Triumph of Virtuosily. 

Eda Kersey's violin recital at Wigmore Hall wasa triumph of 
virtuosity. Her programme was obviously built with that end in 
view and that alone, for not even Bach's Sixth Sonata can be regarded 
as primarily a demonstration of musicianship in the wider sense. 
Corelli's “ La Folia” in the Leonard-Sauret arrangement loses most 
of its original pleasurable simplicity beneath a welter of pyrotech- 
nics, and reduced to a two-dimensional scale of violin with piano 
forte accompaniment, Dohnanyi's Concerto has no musical appeal 
whatever. Performance on this occasion being everything, it has to 
be added that Eda Kersey came through with flying colours. Nothing 
seemed too difficult for her, and she did not even seem particularly 
tired at the end of the Concerto. Some day perhaps she will play 
us some music. If that day comes, we shall know that there will be 
no deficiency on the technical side, and shall be able to devote all 
our attention to judging of her interpretative powers. Gerald 
Moore, at the piano, got a“ break" in the Bach Sonata. the second 
movement of which contains an allegro section entirely for the 
keyboard instrument. It hardly need be said that in the short solo 
(the first of any length we have heard played by him), he did not 
detract from the consistently high standard he maintains as an 
accompanist, H. C. 8.
